chance that the Board of Trustees would be forced to sell KRAB, leaving Lorenzo Milam with 
nothing to show forall his effort. We didn't - and he didn't - expect ever to redeem 
this note. Unfortunately, his financial reverse had reached the point where he feared 
being forced into trusteeship, an obvious threat to KRAB.. There was nothingyfor us to do 
except buy out Lorenzo's note and we were able to discount it by fifty percent, ‘hence a 
twenty-five thousand dollar note was recently negotiated by the Board of Trusteés. And 
we have had to sell our offices (the house-across-the-street) in order to pay back a sub- 
stantial amount of the note right away. We have been left with a nine thousand dollar 
debt (plus interest at commercial rates), . Furthermore, we'll have to rent someplace for 
office space which will be an additional burden. 

When we get this debt paid off we'll be entirely free of encumberances; neither will 
we have any angels to lean on, Now we are truly dependent on local support. Unlike simi- 
lar list --Supported stations in other communities , our expectations: are very modest. 

“i xpec to make a hundred thousand dollars ina marathon; we do: TOE We have a cost- 
‘ctiveness unexcelled by any other station we know of. 

Ideally, we would love to be supported entirely by a thousand subscribers at twenty® , 
“Five dollars a year, That thousand. doesn't seem to exist in Seattle. We therefore are 
forced to beg from those who appreciate us and:have a slight surplus of income, This“ Opp, 
means. having more people in the patronage caste - ten dollars a month and up. y 

We are not an expand or die operation, so typical in the United States. We're not 
talking about expansionary dreams; we just want a reasonably stable operation, We have 
grant funding for program efforts, for stereo, for the move to Cougar Mountain,.for equip- 
ment, for records, for programming personnel. But we are distracted from our programming. 
One example of this is in the area of our public affairs programs, The people concerned 
with these programs are physically and psychologically burdened with the devious business 
of continuous operation in the red. What the local people have to pay for is the manager, 
the office work, paper envelopes, electricity, phone, insurance, Tent, postage, garbage, 
heat, maintenance, legal expenses, miscellaneous supplies - all this seemingly trivial 
stuff that's killing us. In the near future, we can expect funding for additional staff 
members; the move to Cougar Mountain which will increase our coverage effectively from 
Vancouver B.C. to Vancouver, Washington. This will provide excéllent coverage from Tacoma 
to Everett and eliminate those frustrating "holes'':-where we cannot be heard, 

At one time we had the generous idea that if anybody wanted to subscribe but had 
trouble receiving us, we could run out and tweak up their tuner or jigger their antenna 
and we'd have another subscriber. The dismal truth was that we'd have to do this for 
every other potential subscriber. When we move to Cougar Mountain and get the reception 
that other stations have from there, this frustration will no longer exist... And for those 
listeners who have always received us, our signal should be improved by both the.move and 
a power increase to about forty thousand watts. Also, in the near future, we hope to get 
a grant from HEW to go stereo, This means that our anticipated coverage of the Chinese 
ping-pong team that is about to descend upon us will startle the most jaded listener, We 
can always get money for records, to go stereo, to hustle live music; unfortunately we 
must ask our listeners to supply our not so glamourous meeds such as toilet paper, light 
bulbs, and ball point pens. Or even, for that matter, the station manager's salary. We 
are trying to interview people from all over the country for the job of manager knowing 
that our bank balance is at zero. HENCE THE MARATHON...
